REPORT 

[To  accompany  U.  R.  11873] 

The  Com.ro.ittee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  11873)  to  amend  the  i\’atershed  Protection  and  Flood  Preven¬ 
tion  Act  so  as  to  elhninate  delay  in  the  start  of  projects,  having 
considered  the  sam.e,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendm.ent 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

Section  5  of  the  Watershed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act 
requires  that  after  projects  have  been  worked  out  with  local  groups, 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  reviewed  and  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  they  shall  be  submitted  to  Congress 
through  the  President  and  that  no  work  on  such  projects  m.ay  start 
for  at  least  45  days  after  the  date  of  submission,  counting  only  those 
days  occurring  during  any  regular  or  special  session  of  Congress. 

The  intended  purpose  of  this  interval  was  to  give  the  Houses  of 
Congress  and  individual  Members  thereof  an  opportunity  to  review 
the  projects  before  work  on  them,  was  undertaken  in  order  that  proper 
action  might  be  inaugurated  in  the  event  Congress  disapproved  of 
any  specific  projects. 

The  act  went  into  effect  on  August  4,  1954  and  the  first  projects 
thereunder  were  submitted  to  Congress  on  April  20  of  this  year. 
Since  that  time,  additional  projects  have  been  set  up  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  including  a  group  of  eight  such  projects  on  June  8,  1956. 

Experience  with  the  handling  of  the  projects  thus  far  submitted 
indicates  quite  clearly  that  the  interval  of  45  days  provided  in  the 
act  for  congressional  review  is  unnecessarily  long.  Not  only  does 
this  requirement  normally  hold  up  the  start  of  projects  longer  than 
necessary,  but  because  of  the  provision  that  only  days  during  a  ses¬ 
sion  of  Congress  are  to  be  counted,  may  delay  the  start  of  such  a 
project  unnecessarily  from  one  session  of  Congress  to  another. 
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This  bill  will  shorten  the  review  period  from  45  days  to  15  days 
and  thus  eliminate  a  substantial  delay,  while  still  maintaining  the 
principle  of  and  opportunity  for  congressional  review  of  each  indi¬ 
vidual  project. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for  a 
report  by  this  Department  on  H.  K.  11873  a  bill  to  amend  the  Watei 
shed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act  so  as  to  eliminate  delay  in 
the  start  of  projects. 

The  Department  has  no  objection  to  enactment  of  the  bill.  How¬ 
ever,  the  period  for  congressional  consideration  of  work  plans  trans¬ 
mitted  to  it  is,  in  our  view,  a  matter  for  the  Congress  to  decide. 

The  bill  would  shorten  from  45  to  15  days  the  period  which  must 
elapse  after  work  plans  are  received  by  the  Congress  before  installa¬ 
tions  of  works  of  improvement  on  the  projects  can  be  commenced 
with  Federal  assistance. 

This  would  make  it  possible  to  start  work  on  projects  30  days 
sooner  than  under  present  provisions.  It  would  help  assure  the 
initiation  of  work  this  summer  on  several  projects  for  which  work 
plans  are  now  before  the  Congress  and  on  which  work  cannot  be 
started  until  next  year  if  the  Congress  adjourns  less  than  45  days 
after  they  were  received  by  the  Congress. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

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Secretary  is  authorized  to  assist  such  local  organizations  in  developing 
specifications,  in  preparing  contracts  for  construction,  and  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  installation  of  such  works  of  improvement  in  accordance 
with  the  plan:  Provided,  That,  except  as  to  the  installation  of  works 
of  improvement  on  Federal  lands,  the  Secretary  shall  not  construct  or 
enter  into  any  contract  for  the  construction  of  any  structure  unless 
there  is  no  local  organization  authorized  by  State  law  to  undertake 
such  construction  or  to  enter  into  such  contract,  and  in  no  event  after 
July  1,  1956:  Provided,  That  in  participating  in  the  installaton  of 
such  works  of  improvement  the  Secretary,  as  far  as  practicable  and 
consistent  with  his  responsibilities  for  administering  the  overall 
national  agricultural  program,  shall  utilize  the  authority  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act :  Provided  further.

EXTENSION  OP  SPECIAL  SCHOOL 
MILK  PROGRAM 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (H.  R.  11375) 
to  amend  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended,  to  further  extend  the  spe¬ 
cial  school  milk  program  to  certain  in¬ 
stitutions  for  the  care  and  training  of 
children. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  last  sentence 
of  section  201  (c)  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  amended  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “For  the  period  beginning  September 
1,  1954,  and  ending  June  30,  1955,  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $50  million,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  end¬ 
ing  June  30,  1956,  not  to  exceed  $60  million, 
and  for  each  of  the  2  fiscal  years  in  the  period 
beginning  July  1,  1956,  and  ending  June  30, 
1958,  not  to  exceed  $75  million,  of  the  funds 
of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  shall 
be  used  to  increase  the  consumption  of  fiuid 


milk  by  children  in  (1)  nonprofit  schools  oj 
high-school  grade  and  under;  and  in  (2 
nonprofit  nursery  schools,  child-care  centos, 
settlement  houses,  summer  camps,  and^m- 
llar  nonprofit  Institutions  devoted  tfi  the 
care  and  training  of  children.” 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Wiscor^n.  Mr. 
Speaker,  on  May  22,  1956,  I  introduced 
H.  R.  11375  to  amend  sectioo^Ol  (c)  of 
the  Agricultural  Act  for  I'M  purpose  of 
clarifying  language  in  th^ct  to  extend 
the  school-milk  prograi^o  agencies  and 
institutions  now  barr^  from  receiving 
■  school  milk  by  a  re^nt  ruling  of  the 
United  States  Dep^tment  of  Agricul¬ 
ture. 

After  introducing  the  bill,  I  received 
communicationyirom  a  number  of  re¬ 
ligious  organi^tions,  organizations  en¬ 
gaged  in  youm  activities,  farm  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  ^iry  groups  expressing  sup¬ 
port  of  the^ill. 

When  ^e  Dairy  Subcommittee  of  the 
House  Mriculture  Committee  held  hear¬ 
ings  on  the  bill,  representatives  of  the 
Nati^al  Milk  Producers  Federation,  the 
Mihc  Industry  Foundation,  the  Dairy  In- 
dqstry  Committee,  and  the  National 
irmei's  Union  testified  in  favor  of  H.  R. 
:i375. 

The  House  Agriculture  Committee 
voted  unanimously  on  June  21  to  report 
the  bill  out  to  the  House. 

Under  the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  school 
milk  can  be  given  free  only  to  nonprofit 
nursery  schools,  child-care  centers,  set¬ 
tlement  houses,  summer  camps,  and  sim¬ 
ilar  nonprofit  institutions  if  the  children 
are  underpriviledged  and  on  a  public  wel¬ 
fare  basis. 

My  bill,  H.  R.  11375,  eliminates  all  ref¬ 
erence  to  underprivileged  children  on  a 
public  welfare  basis.  H.  R.  11375  permits 
the  use  of  CCC  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  consumption  of  fluid  milk 
in  nonprofit  nursery  schools,  child-care 
centers,  settlement  houses,  summer 
camps,  and  similar  nonprofit  institutions 
devoted  to  the  care  and  training  of  chil¬ 
dren. 

On  the  basis  of  conferences  I  have  had 
with  United  States  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  oflicials,  it  is  my  understanding 
^that  if  all  nonprofit  agencies  serving  chil- 
Iren  were  eligible  to  receive  school  milk 
:hout  restrictions  on  the  matter  of  re¬ 
cipients  being  on  public  welfare  several 
hunored  thousand  more  children  would 
be  rec^ving  school  milk. 

In  Wfliconsin,  where  considerable  prog¬ 
ress  has^een  made  in  extension  of  the 
school-milHL  program  to  organizations 
other  than  schools,  a  survey  was  made 
recently  to  denn-mine  the  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  that  wouid  be  eligible  under  the 
present  progranfiv  The  survey  indicates 
that  31  child-ca:^  institutions  serving 
4,600  children  are  eKgible. 

However,  if  authoriV  was  broadened — 
as  proposed  in  my  bil]^279  institutions 
or  programs  would  serv^5,000  children 
under  H.  R.  11375. 

Present  legislation  exclucftis  many  or¬ 
ganizations  serving  a  substantial  number 
of  children.  Among  these  groups  are  the 
Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Camp  FiSe  Girls, 
4-H  Clubs,  YMCA,  church  groupk  and 
summer  camps  or  recreation  progiiams 
operated  by  city  recreation  departm^ts 
or  park  commissioners. 
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F^example,  270  camps  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  nW  receive  surplus  foods;  however, 
only  20^  25  of  these  camps  can  qualify 
on  the  baks  of  giving  milk  to  underprivi¬ 
leged  children  on  a  public  welfare  status, 
Similiarly,  s^nuner  recreation  programs 
in  the  Bostom^rea  and  in  Philadelphia 
are  excluded  umer  present  authority. 

The  same  sit^tion  applies  to  many 
other  States  whei^  hundreds  or  thou¬ 
sands  of  children  are  excluded  from  re¬ 
ceiving  milk  becaus^they  are  not  on 
public  welfare. 

In  conclusion,  I  wisn^to  thank  the 
House  Agriculture  Commi^ee,  the  House 
Dairy  Subcommittee  and  th^House  itself 
for  supporting  H.  R.  11375.  \

TO  FEDERAL 
ACT

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  section  406  of  the 
Federal  Seed  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  1956)  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows; 

"(a)  Any  person  who  knowingly,  or  as  a 
result  either  of  gross  negligence  or  of  a  fail¬ 
ure  to  make  a  reasonable  effort  to  inform 
himself  of  the  pertinent  facts,  violates  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  made  and  promulgated  thereunder 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $1,000,  for  the  first  offense, 
and  upon  conviction  for  each  subsequent 
offense  not  more  than  $2,000.” 

“(b)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provi¬ 
sion  of  this  act  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
made  and  promulgated  thereunder  shall  for¬ 
feit  to  the  United  States  a  sum,  not  less  than 
$25  or  more  than  $500,  for  each  such  viola¬ 
tion,  which  forfeiture  shall  be  recoverable  in 
a  civil  suit  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
United  States.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  204  of  the  Federal  Seed 
Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  1574)  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows :

Mr.  Ellender,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry, 

submitted  the  following 

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  11873] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  11873)  to  amend  the  Watershed  Protection  and  Flood 
Prevention  Act  so  as  to  eliminate  delay  in  the  start  of  projects,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  shortens  the  period  before  projects  can  be  started  as  re¬ 
quired  under  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  the  Watershed  Protection 
and  Flood  Prevention  Act,  from  45  days  to  15  days,  as  explained  fully 
in  the  attached  House  report. 


[H.  Rept.  No.  2470,  84th  Cong.,  2d  sess.] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  11873)  to  amend  the  Watershed  Protection  and  Flood  Preven¬ 
tion  Act  so  as  to  eliminate  delay  in  the  start  of  projects,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

Section  5  of  the  Watershed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act 
requires  that  after  projects  have  been  worked  out  with  local  groups, 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  reviewed  and  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  they  shall  be  submitted  to  Congress 
through  the  President  and  that  no  work  on  such  projects  may  start 
for  at  least  45  days  after  the  date  of  submission,  counting  only  those 
days  occurring  during  any  regular  or  special  session  of  Congress. 

The  intended  purpose  of  this  interval  was  to  give  the  Houses  of 
Congress  and  individual  Members  tliereof  an  opportunity  to  review 
the  projects  before  work  on  them  was  undertaken  in  order  that  proper 
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action  might  be  inaugurated  in  the  event  Congress  disapproved  of 
any  specific  projects. 

The  act  ivent  into  effect  on  August  4,  1954,  and  the  first  projects 
thereunder  were  submitted  to  Congress  on  April  20  of  this  year. 
Since  that  time,  additional  projects  have  been  set  up  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  mcluding  a  group  of  eight  such  projects  on  June  8,  1956. 

Experience  with  the  handling  of  the  projects  thus  far  submitted 
uidicates  quite  clearly  that  the  interval  ol  45  days  provided  in  the 
act  for  congressional  review  is  unnecessarily  long.  Not  only  does 
this  requirement  normally  hold  up  the  start  of  projects  longer  than 
necessary,  but  because  of  the  provision  that  oidy  days  during  a  ses¬ 
sion  of  Congi’ess  are  to  be  counted,  may  delay  the  start  of  such  a 
project  unnecessarily  from  one  session  of  Congress  to  another. 

This  bill  will  shorten  the  review  period  from  45  daj'-s  to  15  days 
and  thus  eluninate  a  substantial  delay,  while  still  maintaining  the 
principle  of  and  opportunity  for  congressional  review  of  each  mdi- 
vidual  project.

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for  a 
report  by  this  Department  on  H.  K.  11873  a  bill  to  amend  the  Water¬ 
shed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act  so  as  to  eliminate  delay  in 
the  start  of  projects. 

The  Department  has  no  objection  to  enactment  of  the  bill.  How¬ 
ever,  the  period  for  congressional  consideration  of  work  plans  trans¬ 
mitted  to  it  is,  in  our  view,  a  matter  for  the  Congress  to  decide. 

The  bill  would  shorten  from  45  to  15  days  the  period  which  must 
elapse  after  work  plans  are  received  by  the  Congress  before  installa¬ 
tions  of  works  of  improvement  on  the  projects  can  be  commenced 
with  Federal  assistance. 

This  would  make  it  possible  to  start  work  on  projects  30  days 
sooner  than  under  present  provisions.  It  would  help  assure  the 
initiation  of  work  this  summer  on  several  projects  for  which  work 
plans  are  now  before  the  Congress  and  on  which  work  cannot  be 
started  until  next  year  if  the  Congress  adjourns  less  than  45  days 
after  they  were  received  by  the  Congress. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.
